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About  the  College 

The  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  was  established  in 
1 876,  as  an  outgrowth  of  the  Centennial  Exposition, 
to  train  artists  and  designers  primarily  for  industry. 
Originally,  it  was  a  corporate  part  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Arts. 

PCA  moved,  in  1 893,  to  its  present  site  at  Broad  and 
Pine  Streets  in  center  city  Philadelphia.  Successive 
name  changes  in  this  century  record  advancement  in 
institutional  character  and  purpose :  1 939,  Philadelphia 
Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Arts ;  1 948, 
Philadelphia  Museum  School  of  Art ;  1 959,  upon 
accreditation  by  the  Middle  States  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  Philadelphia 
Museum  College  of  Art  and,  in  1 964,  with  indepen- 
dence from  the  Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art 
Corporation,  Philadelphia  College  of  Art. 

From  its  inception,  the  College  has  been  a  pioneer 
in  the  field  of  design  in  industry.  Through  ensuing 
decades,  the  educational  program  expanded  to  train 
artists  in  other  fields.  Today,  PCA  offers  courses  in  all 
branches  of  fine  and  applied  arts.  The  Bachelor  of 
Fine  Arts  degree  is  awarded  to  professional  majors  in  : 
Graphic  Design,  Illustration,  Art  Education,  Crafts 
(ceramics,  jewelry  and  silversmithing,  furniture  and 
woodworking),  Fabric  Design,  Sculpture,  Printmaking, 
Painting,  Photography  and  Film.  The  Bachelor  of 
Science  degree  is  awarded  in  Industrial  Design  and 
Environmental  Design.  The  Master  of  Arts  is  awarded 
in  Art  Education.  Master  of  Fine  Arts  programs  are  to 
follow  in  Painting,  Sculpture,  Printmaking  and  Graphic 
Arts  and  Advanced  Materials  Design.  The  College's 
Evening  Division  offers  part-time  programs  leading  to 
a  professional  Certificate  or  an  Associate  in  Arts 
degree.  A  Pre-College  Summer  Art  program  provides 
studio  experience  for  students  requiring  additional 
training  in  art. 

Over  nine  decades,  the  College  has  trained  approxi- 
mately 1 0,000  artists,  designers  and  teachers.  Its  living 
alumni  number  more  than  6,000.

Educational  Program 

The  primary  objective  of  the  educational  program  is 
to  provide  the  creative  environment  necessary  to 
achieve  professional  and  intellectual  excellence  by : 
(1 )  motivating  the  student  to  achieve  the  greatest 
possible  fulfillment  of  his  creative  potential ;  (2) 
preparing  the  student  to  understand  the  humanistic 
values  of  his  own  and  other  cultures ;  and  (3)  instilling 
in  the  student  an  awareness  of  the  skill,  curiosity  and 
initiative  necessary  to  continuing  excellence  in  his 
chosen  field.  These  complementary  attitudes  and 
disciplines  are  requisites  to  leadership  in  the  arts ;  to 
foster  a  capacity  for  such  leadership  is  the  total  goal 
of  the  program. 

Since  mastery  of  the  basic  arts  is  fundamental  to  all 
professional  disciplines,  the  first-year  student,  regard- 
less of  intended  major,  must  complete  the  two- 
semester  Foundation  Program.  As  a  sophomore,  the 
student  chooses  one  of  eleven  professional  majors  and 
proportions  his  time  between  this  specialization  and  a 
continuing  program  of  fundamental  art  and  design 
courses.  These  courses,  called  Related  Arts,  continue 
the  basic  studies  introduced  in  the  Foundation  Program 
and  complement  the  more  technical  concerns  of 
the  professional  majors. 

Throughout  four  years  of  study,  the  student  pursues 
a  program  of  Liberal  Arts.  With  a  thorough  grounding 
in  humanistic  traditions,  the  student  matures  his  values 
and  develops  the  intellectual  growth  necessary  to 
impart  substance  to  his  work. 

Since  the  College  recognizes  as  essential  the  need 
for  a  meaningful  individual  relationship  with  its 
students,  it  provides  continuous  counselling  service. 
During  the  freshman  year,  Foundation  Program 
coordinators  and  faculty  serve  as  advisors.  Upon 
choosing  a  major,  the  student  is  assigned  a  permanent 
departmental  advisor  who  continues  in  that  capacity 
with  him  throughout  his  following  three  years. 


Foundation  Program 

The  Foundation  Program  provides  freshmen  with  a 
broad,  yet  integrated,  introduction  to  the  principles  and 
techniques  of  drawing,  and  two  and  three-dimensional 
design.  This  program  abandons  the  traditions  of  class 
autonomy  foran  environment  in  which  the  artificial 
barriers  between  disciplines  are  discarded.  One 
discipline  complements  another  and  ideas  and  tech- 
niques are  inter-related  to  produce  a  continuous 
synthesis  of  knowledge. 

The  program  may  be  examined  from  two  aspects : 
class  organization  and  course  structure.  Freshman 
sections  are  grouped  in  units  of  two.  Each  unit  is  staffed 
by  four  or  five  instructors  and  a  coordinator  who,  in 
addition  to  teaching  within  the  unit,  supervises  its 
students  and  faculty.  The  coordinator  evaluates  the 
students'  total  performance  and  suggests  curricular 
modifications  to  promote  maximum  challenge, 
growth  and  proficiency. 

Instead  of  the  traditional  course  structure  which 
tends  to  channel  knowledge  into  fragmented  compart- 
ments, the  first  year  program  is  organized  into  a 
continuous  and  inter-related  work  week.  All  students 
schedule  one  day  of  concentrated  work  in  drawing, 
and  two  days  each  in  two-dimensional  and  three- 
dimensional  design. 

Each  discipline  is  taught  by  a  practicing  specialist 
who  shapes  the  specific  content  of  the  course  to  his 
students'  need  and  emphasizes  both  in-depth  study 
and  an  interdisciplinary  exchange  of  ideas.  Such  a 
structure,  ensuring  an  equitable  distribution  of  time 
among  the  three  disciplines  and  stressing  the  inter- 
dependence of  techniques  and  principles,  provides 
students  with  the  diversified  experience  needed  to 
make  a  judicious  selection  of  major.  It  also  enables 
them  to  engage  in  more  sustained  projects  with  greater 
skill  and  sensitivity. 

The  Foundation  Program  is  supplemented  in  the 
following  significant  ways: 

Camera  Orientation.  Since  photography  is  important— 
as  a  component  of  communications  media  and  as  an 
art  form  itself —students  are  required  to  purchase 
photographic  equipment.  Skill  in  the  use  of  the  camera, 
imparting  an  awareness  of  light,  value,  shape  and 
composition,  is  considered  as  much  a  conceptual  art 
as  is  the  ability  to  draw.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  photog- 
raphy as  an  image-making  process  rather  than  as 
technique.  Darkroom  procedures  are  not  therefore 
taught  and  film  is  processed  by  automatic  equipment 
on  campus. 

Shop  Orientation.  Additionally,  since  many  of  the 
major  interests  of  the  College  program  are  concerned 
with  the  manipulation  of  a  variety  of  materials,  it  is 
considered  important  for  all  students  to  know  the 
correct  use  of  shop  facilities.  To  this  end,  one  Saturday 
shop  session  in  the  fall  semester  introduces  the  student 
to  a  variety  of  power  tools  and  acquaints  him  with 
their  purpose  and  safe  operation. 


3.  Foundation  Forum.  This  two-hour  course  one  night 
weekly  enables  the  student  to  gain  greater  insight  into 
the  complexities  of  the  art  experience.  The  flexible  and 
varied  content  features  classic  films,  documentaries, 
concerts  and  guest  lecturers  invited  from  a  wide  range 
of  professional  art  and  design  fields.  During  the  second 
semester,  representatives  from  the  College's  major 
departments  discuss  the  nature  and  objectives  of  their 
respective  disciplines. 

4.  Liberal  Arts.  In  addition  to  the  studio  and  forum 
courses,  freshmen  are  required  to  take  courses  in 
English  composition  and  art  history.

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Professional  Major

The  professional  major  curriculum  encourages  the 
studentto  achieve  the  resourcefulness  and  initiative 
necessary  for  success  in  the  visual  arts.  Each  major  is 
taught  by  experienced  professionals  who  define  a 
broad  framework  for  each  area  ;  establish  high  stan- 
dards of  performance  and  guide  the  student  through 
increasingly  complex  problems  designed  to  equip  him 
for  performance  at  a  professional  level.  This  highly 
individualized  instruction  is  supplemented  by  the 
programed  participation  of  nationally-recognized 
artists,  designers,  educators  and  industrial  leaders. 

Beginning  the  sophomore  year,  the  student  devotes 
two  instructional  days  to  his  major  department.  This 
increases  to  three  in  the  junior  yearand  four  in  the 
senior  year.  Theory  and  technique  subjects  are 
required  in  certain  major  programs  while  related  arts, 
selected  in  consultation  with  a  faculty  advisor  from 
the  offerings  of  other  departments,  occupy  the 
remaining  instructional  weekdays. 

Any  sophomore  who  is  uncertain  about  his  choice 
of  major  may  schedule  two  majors  and  a  single  related 
arts  class.  This  "dual  major"  option  permits  exploration 
of  a  second  professional  interest  and  postpones  final 
choice  of  a  major  to  the  junior  year.  Upon  becoming 
a  junior,  the  student  may  choose  either  one  of  the  two 
majors  and  apply  credit  earned  in  the  other  against  his 
related  arts  credit  requirement.

This  program  enhances  the  student's  training  by 
giving  him  an  opportunity  to  study  in  departments 
other  than  his  major.  Only  through  wide  and  divergent 
experience  is  a  student  able  to  put  his  profession  into 
perspective  and  define  its  limits  as  well  as  discover  its 
excellences.  By  integrating  peripheral  studies  with  his 
major,  the  student  also  individualizes  his  training.  The 
program  recognizes  that  mastery  of  one's  profession 
involves  a  constant  search  for  new  ways  to  augment 
and  orchestrate  its  medium. 

The  student  fulfills  related  arts  requirements  by 
electing  from  20  to  26  credits  from  professional 
departments  other  than  his  major  or  from  the  liberal 
arts  program.  The  student  is  counselled  to  elect 
courses  that  best  serve  the  development  of  his 
individual  talents. 

The  student  begins  this  program  of  related  arts  in 
his  sophomore  year  by  electing  three  days  to  supple- 
ment his  two-day  major.  In  the  juniorand  senior 
years,  related  arts  are  reduced  to  two  and  then  to  one 
day,  respectively,  as  the  student's  commitment  to  his 
major  correspondingly  increases. 
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Liberal  Arts 

The  artist  is  and  always  has  been  a  vital  member  of 
society  who  not  only  evaluates  but  shapes  its  ideals 
and  destiny.  He  must  possess,  therefore,  both  technical 
facility  and  intellectual  substance.  Through  an 
intensive  study  of  cultural  and  intellectual  history,  the 
student  is  encouraged  to  develop  and  express  cogently 
his  personal  understanding  of  the  nature  of  the 
relationships  between  himself,  his  profession 
and  society. 

The  student  fulfills  liberal  arts  requirements  by 
earning  a  total  of  46  credit  hours  in  four  basic  areas  of 
study :  (1 )  Language  and  Literature ;  (2)  Philosophy 
and  Science;  (3)  Art  History  and  (4)  Social  Studies. 
To  assure  balanced  inquiry,  there  are  specific  credit 
requirements  in  each  area.  However,  beyond  the 
first  year  English  composition  and  art  history  survey, 
all  of  these  hours  may  be  elected.  In  addition,  the 
program  reserves  1 0  credit  hours  to  be  elected  by  the 
student  from  any  of  the  four  subject  categories.

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Master  of  Arts  in  Art  Education 

A  Master  of  Arts  in  Art  Education  is  offered  to  accom- 
modate the  higher  degree  goals  of : 

1 .  graduates  of  qualified  undergraduate  programs  in  art 
education ; 

2.  post- baccalaureate  study  of  teachers  of  art  desiring  to 
validate  college  provisional  certificates  through 
further  study  and/or  degree  achievement ; 

3.  public  school  teachers,  supervisors,  and  teachers  of 
art  in  special  fields  who  wish  to  conduct  research 
studies  related  to  improved  learning  in  art ; 

4.  graduates  from  other  studio  disciplines  with  the  B.F.A. 
degree  who  wish  provisional  certification  in  teaching 
while  achieving  their  Masters  degree.  This  program 
may  lead  to  a  45  credit  M.A.  in  Teaching  degree, 
requiring  a  minimum  of  two  years  in  residence. 
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Admissions 

Undergraduate  entrance  for  freshman  and  transfer 
applicants  is  offered  in  September  only.  Admission  to 
graduate  programs  is  open  beginning  either  the  fall  or 
spring  semester,  or  summer  session.  Admission  is 
based  upon  evaluation  of  the  following  credentials  : 
secondary  school  record  with  supporting  recommen- 
dations ;  art  portfolio  and  CEEB  Scholastic  Aptitude 
Test  (optionally,  American  College  Testing)  score 
reports.  In  addition,  for  transfer  applicants,  latest 
college  transcripts  and  recommendation  by  the 
student  personnel  dean  of  the  institution  currently  or 
previously  attended  are  to  be  submitted. 

Scholastic  Requirements 

Applicants  must  be  graduates  of  an  accredited  sec- 
ondary school  or  the  equivalent.  A  curriculum  of 
college  preparatory  subjects  is  preferred.  A  specific 
course  distribution  is  not  required,  although  a  minimum 
of  four  (4)  years  of  English  and  two  (2)  years  of 
history  is  strongly  recommended.  Because  mathe- 
matics is  not  included  in  the  College's  liberaf  arts 
program,  two  (2)  years  of  high  school  mathematics 
are  considered  sufficient.  Remaining  courses  should 
be  selected  from  the  approved  college  preparatory 
program,  including  studies  in  humanities,  art  history, 
psychology,  sociology,  languages  and  sciences.  A 
minimum  of  two  (2)  years  of  art  is  recommended. 
Evaluation  of  the  high  school  record  reviews  the 
candidate's  cumulative  achievement  and  the  com- 
parison of  that  performance  with  scholastic  potential 
as  demonstrated  through  available  testing  results. 

Portfolio 

Applicants  demonstrate  studio  competence  through 
a  portfolio  of  1 5  to  20  items  of  recent  work  or  by 
satisfactory  completion  of  PCA'S  Pre-College  Summer 
Art  program.  Additionally,  the  College  assigns  an 
examination  to  be  completed  and  submitted  for 
evaluation  with  the  portfolio. 

Portfolios  are  left  at  the  Admissions  Office  for 
review  and  are  returned  by  parcel  post  or  express, 
depending  on  size.  Parcel  post  shipping  specifies 
that  overall  measurements  of  twice  the  width  and  once 
the  length  (2  x  width  plus  1  x  length)  should  not 
exceed  72  inches.  Any  larger  portfolio  will  be  shipped 
by  express  collect.  All work  must  be  presented  in  a 
hard-cover  portfolio  substantial  enough  for  shipment. 
The  College  cannot  be  responsible  for  any  work  not 
so  presented. 

Examples  are  to  be  presented,  whenever  possible, 
without  mats,  frames  or  stretchers.  Work  previously 
mounted  or  stretched  is  acceptable  if  within  22  x  28 
inches  or  if  damage  may  resultfrom  demounting. 
Cartoons,  copies  from  photographs  or  another  artist's 
work  are  not  acceptable.  Three-dimensional  work 
should  be  submitted  only  as  photographs  or  35mm 
slides. 

Portfolios  should  contain  an  equitable  distribution 
of  previous  work  demonstrating  abilities  in  : 
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1.  drawing 

2.  three  dimension 

3.  color 

4.  basic  design 

Samples  may  include :  charcoal,  pencil,  pastel,  ink  etc. 
drawings ;  posters,  package  designs,  lettering,  com- 
mercial art  work ;  ceramics,  wood,  clay,  metal  sculpture 
and  other  three-dimensional  work.  Portfolios  may  be 
brought  to  the  College  at  the  time  of  the  interview 
(see  Interview)  or  sent  directly  to  the  Admissions 
Office. 

College  Entrance  Examination  Board  Scholastic 
Aptitude  Test 

Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  results  are  preferred  from  the 
May,  November,  December  or  January  test  adminis- 
trations. Candidates  taking  the  SAT  in  May  of  their 
junioryearand  scoring  550  Verbal  orabove  need  not 
repeat  the  SAT  in  their  senior  year.  The  SAT  mathe- 
matical score  generally  is  not  considered  in  the 
Admissions  evaluation. 

CEEB  Achievement  Test 
The  CEEB  English  Composition  Achievement  Test  is 
required  of  all  candidates.  Results  are  not  for  admission 
evaluation,  but  for  course  placement. 

American  CollegeTesting  Program 

ACT  results  are  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  Scholastic 
Aptitude  Test.  Results  from  the  May,  October  or 
December  testing  dates  are  preferred.  Juniors  achiev- 
ing composite  scores  of  26  or  better  (including  English 
score  of  25)  in  the  May  test  need  not  repeat  the  ACT 
as  seniors.  Mathematics  and  natural  science  scores  are 
generally  not  considered  in  the  admission  evaluation. 

Interviews 

Interviews  are  not  required  unless  specifically  requested 
by  the  Admissions  Office.  Students  notfamiliar  with 
the  College  are  encouraged  to  visit  the  campus. 
Appointments  may  be  made  with  the  Admissions 
Office  for  individual  or  group  interviews  (including 
tour).  Interviews  will  be  scheduled  as  near  as  possible 
to  the  portfolio  due  date  to  preclude  the  mailing  of  the 
portfolio.  NOTE  :  See  also  Alumni  Representatives. 

Recommendations 
Recommendations  from  both  the  high  school  art 
teacher  and  the  guidance  counselor  are  required. 
All  recommendations  should  accompany  the  high 
school  credentials  when  they  are  returned  to  PCA. 

Application  Procedure 

1 .  Submit  the  preliminary  application  enclosed  with  the 
appropriate  application  fee 

2.  complete  application  Part  Two  and  submitto  the 
guidance  office  for  appropriate  records  and  recom- 
mendations 

3.  request  that  results  of  the  SAT  or  ACT  be  sent  to  the 
Admissions  Office 
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prepare  portfolio  for  evaluation 
Records  and  test  scores  are  reviewed  by  the  Admis- 
sions Office  upon  receipt  from  the  high  school.  If 
satisfactory,  applicants  are  notified  of  their  portfolio 
due  date ;  if  unsatisfactory,  candidates  may  be  rejected 
without  further  processing.  After  the  portfolio  evalua- 
tion the  candidate's  credentials  are  presented  at  the 
next  monthly  Admission  Committee  meeting.  The 
final  decision  is  mailed  shortly  thereafter. 


Application  Dates,  Deadlines,  Fees  and  Deposits 
Offers  of  admission  are  sent  monthly  beginning  in 
January.  Candidates  are  notified  of  the  admission 
decision  as  soon  as  possible  following  completion  of 
processing. 

To  accept  an  offer  of  admission  candidates  are 
required  to  pay  a  $20.  (non-refundable)  matriculation 
fee  within  30  days  of  acceptance.  A  $1 00.  tuition 
deposit  is  required  by  May  1  of  all  accepted  candidates 
who  intend  to  register.

Early  Decision 

An  Early  Decision  program  accelerates  consideration 
of  the  applicant  who  has  decided  upon  PCA  as  his 
first  choice.  The  program  subscribes  to  the  conditions 
of  the  "first  choice"  early  decision  admission  plan  as 
outlined  by  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board. 
Actions  upon  an  Early  Decision  application  will  be 
one  of  the  following  : 

1 .  Admission 

2.  Provisional  admission,  requiring  attendance  in  the 
PCA  Pre-College  Summer  Art  Program 

3.  Ho/dior  regular  admission 

4.  Rejection 

Applicants  refused  admission  may  not  be  recon- 
sidered in  the  same  academic  year. 

Procedures  for  Early  Decision  applicants : 

1 .  Early  Decision  candidates  should  file  applications 
before  November  1 .  All  records,  test  scores  and 
transcripts  must  be  received  by  November  15. 
Applications  will  be  answered  on  December  1 . 

2.  Candidates  may  apply  to  other  colleges,  but  must 
certify  in  writing  that  they  are  not  applying  under 
another  institution's  Early  Decision  program  and  that 
they  will  not  accept  another  offer  of  admission  until 
notice  of  acceptance  or  rejection  from  PCA. 

3.  Offers  of  admission  are  accompanied  by  financial  aid 
awards  to  applicants  demonstrating  need  through  the 
Parents  Confidential  Statement  of  the  College  Scholar- 
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ship  Service.  The  PCS  must  be  received  by  the  College 
no  later  than  November  22. 

4.  Applicants  electing  the  Pre-College  Summer  Art 
Program  in  lieu  of  the  portfolio  requirement  must 
enroll  the  summer  between  their  junior  and  senior 
year  preceding  Early  Decision  application. 

5.  Additional  prerequisites : 

a.  Rank  in  the  upper  half  of  graduating  class 

b.  SAT  or  ACT  results  from  the  May  or  J  uly  test  admin- 
istration at  the  end  of  thejunioryearwith  the  follow- 
ing minimums :

ACT  Verbal  25 

ACT  Composite  26 

Transfer  Applicants 
A  minimum  of  four  semesters  in  residence  is  required 
to  achieve  a  baccalaureate  degree.  Transfer  applicants 
accepted  without  substantial  studio  practice  are 
required  to  register  for  the  freshman  Foundation 
Program,  and  should  anticipate  being  enrolled  the 
equivalent  of  e/g'/jf  semesters,  whatever  the  total 
transfer  credits  in  liberal  arts  awarded  upon  entrance. 
Admission  with  advanced  standing  pertains  to  sopho- 
more or  junior  year  placement  in  departmental  major 
and  related  studio  course  work.  Waiver  of  prerequisites 
is  based  upon  level  of  competence  demonstrated  in 
the  portfolio  and  a  creditable  record  of  comparable 
course  instruction.  Unlimited  credits  are  granted  for 
achievement  with  a  grade  of  "C"  or  better  in  liberal 
arts  course  work  consistent  with  PCA  requirements. 
The  general  requirements  for  admission  previously 
described  apply  to  transfer  candidates;  the  following 
are  additional  requirements : 

1 .  transcripts  of  all  previous  college  experience  and 
catalog  issues  describing  course  work  recorded

transfer  admission

Foreign  Student  Applications 
Foreign  applicants  are  required  to  take  the  Test  of 
English  as  a  Foreign  Language  as  administered  by  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  Board. 

If  language  test  (TOEFL)  scores  are  acceptable,  the 
College  will  forward  forms  necessary  for  completing 
application. 

Advanced  Placement 

Advanced  placement  and  credit  is  offered  candidates 
scoring  three  (3)  or  better  in  the  CEEB  Advanced 
Placement  Tests. 
Credit  and  placement  in  English,  French  and  German 
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are  determined  by  the  College's  faculty  after  reading 
the  examinations. 

Three  (3)  credits  will  be  awarded  toward  appropriate 
liberal  arts  requirements  in  all  remaining  AP  subjects 
for  satisfactory  scores. 

Alumni  Representative 

The  College  enlists  alumni  representatives  in  major 
metropolitan  areas  to  provide  additional  information 
to  applicants  or  prospective  applicants. 

Applicants  unable  to  visit  the  College  for  reasons  of 
expense  or  distance  will  be  asked  to  visit  an  alumni 
representative,  if  one  resides  in  their  area. 

Veterans 

As  an  accredited  degree-granting  institution,  the 
College  is  approved  by  the  Veterans  Administration. 
Information  about  educational  benefits  may  be 
obtained  from  any  VA  office.

Financial  Aid 

Assistance  in  the  form  of  grants,  loans  and  jobs  is 
awarded  for  an  academic  year  and  may  be  renewed 
annually. 

Awards  are  determined  by  demonstrable  financial 
need  and  evidence  of  promise  for  success  in  PCA's 
curriculum. 

Freshman  and  transfer  applicants  wishing  considera- 
tion for  aid  should  submit  the  Parents'  Confidential 
Statement  (of  the  College  Scholarship  Service)  no 
later  than  April  1 .  The  College's  receipt  of  the  PCS 
constitutes  a  financial  aid  application. 

In  addition  to  funding  its  own  grants  and  on-campus 
job  program,  the  College  participates  in  the  National 
Defense  Student  Loan  and  the  Educational  Oppor- 
tunity Grant  programs. 

Awards  may  consist  of  grant,  N  DSL  loan,  employ- 
ment or  any  combination  of  these  depending  upon 
family  circumstances  and  availability  of  aid  resources. 

Students  receiving  aid  from  outside  sources  are 
obliged  to  notify  the  College  of  such  aid.  At  no  time 
can  total  assistance,  including  awards  by  outside 
sources,  exceed  the  College's  estimate  of  the  appli- 
cant's financial  requirements.

Library 
Though  the  library  holdings  reflect  the  school's 
emphasis  on  the  arts,  standard  works  in  the  humanities 
and  the  natural  and  social  sciences  are  well  repre- 
sented. All  important  English  language  and  numerous 
foreign  art  magazines  are  maintained  in  bound  files. 
In  addition  to  approximately  22,000  books,  the  library 
maintains  a  large  collection  of  records  and  tapes. 
Library  facilities  of  the  nearby  Philadelphia  Musical 
Academy  also  are  available. 

Audiovisual  Center 

The  center's  slide  and  motion  picture  collections  serve 
both  faculty  and  students.  Over  29,000  slide  subjects 
and  more  than  300  films  are  on  file.  Individual 
projection  booths  permit  students  private  use  of 
research  materials. 

College  Store 

All  necessary  materials  and  books  can  be  purchased 
in  the  College  Store.  Charge  accounts  may  be  arranged 
by  advance  deposits  made  in  the  Business  Office. 

Student  Housing 

About  55%  of  the  undergraduates  reside  in  the  College 
dormitory  or  neighborhood  housing.  All  freshman 
men  and  women  under  21  and  beyond  commuting 
distance  are  required  to  be  dormitory  residents. 

Dormitory  students  live  under  the  supervision  of  a 
dormitory  director  and  upperclass  student  proctors 
while  practicing  self-government  through  their  council 
and  judicial  board.  These  student  organizations 
cooperate  with  the  director  and  the  Office  of  Student 
Affairs  to  enforce  dormitory  regulations  and  arrange 
social  events. 

A  newly-acquired  residence  hall  features  apartment- 
type  (with  kitchen  and  bath)  accommodations. 
Freshmen  may  request  double  or  quadruple 
accommodations  when  filing  their  dormitory  reserva- 
tion form.  Requests  are  filled  in  the  order  received. 

Meal  Service 

The  College's  cafeteria,  managed  by  Linton's,  Inc., 
serves  breakfast,  luncheon  and  a  snack  menu  until 
6  p.m.  weekdays.  There  is  no  institutional  dining  hall. 
Food  vending  machines  are  located  in  the  main 
instructional  building  and  in  the  residence  hall. 

Health  Service 
The  College  maintains  a  Health  Office  staffed  by  a 
resident  registered  nurse  and  a  visiting  physician, 
open  daily  throughout  the  academic  year.  The  College 
assumes  no  responsibility  forany  student's  medical 
expenses.  It  recommends  students  subscribe  to  a 
personal  low-cost  health  and  accident  insurance  plan 
obtainable  through  College  auspices  at  time  of 
registration. 
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Adjunct  Programs 


Evening  Division 

The  College's  Evening  Division  offers,  to  qualified 
candidates,  the  opportunity  to  earn  a  Certificate  or 
Associate  in  Arts  degree  after  successful  completion  of 
professional-level  major  program.  All  evening  pro- 
grams are  considered  terminal  and  are  not  ordinarily 
transferable  to  bachelor's  degree  study  in  the  day 
college.  Areas  of  professional  specialization  include 
Advertising  Design,  Fashion  Illustration,  Illustration, 
Industrial  Design,  Interior  Design,  Photography  and 
Fashion  Design. 

Any  college  student  or  graduate  desiring  to  earn 
credit  for  transfer  to  another  undergraduate  program 
or  to  apply  toward  teacher  certification  must  submit 
an  application  and  file  appropriate  credentials  through 
the  Office  of  Admission. 

An  enriching  variety  of  non-major  courses  such  as 
painting  in  oil  and  watercolor,  drawing,  sculpture, 
colorand  design,  rendering  and  technical  illustration, 
ceramics,  jewelry  and  silversmithing  also  are  available. 


Pre-College  Summer  Art  Program 

The  College  offers  a  four-week,  pre-college  studio 
art  program  twice  each  summerfor  high  school 
students  who  have  completed  the  eleventh  or  twelfth 
grade.  College  students  wishing  additional  training 
may  also  register  for  either  session.  The  College  will 
allow  substitution  of  summer  school  experience, 
assuming  satisfactory  achievement,  in  place  of  the  art 
portfolio  requirement  for  admission. 

Classes  are  conducted  in  air-conditioned  studios 
Monday  through  Friday  from  9  a.m.  to  noon  and  1  to 
4  p.m.  These  studio  courses  comprise  a  coordinated 
instructional  program  including  drawing,  two- 
dimensional  design  and  three-dimensional  design. 
Instruction  is  by  members  of  the  day  College  faculty. 

Tuition  for  either  four-week  session  is  $1 25. 
(including  registration,  library,  locker  and  laboratory 
fees).  Supplies  may  be  purchased  at  the  College  Store. 
Dormitory  facilities  for  both  men  and  women  are 
available. 

A  non-refundable  deposit  of  $25.  assures  a  reserva- 
tion. Reservations  are  accepted  in  the  order  received. 

Saturday  Morning  Art  Classes  for  Young  People 

Beginning  and  advanced  instruction  by  professional 
artist-teachers,  under  direction  of  the  Art  Education 
Department,  in  the  practice  and  appreciation  of  art 
and  design  is  offered  to  students  1 2  through  19  years 
of  age  on  25  Saturday  mornings  from  early  fall 
through  mid-spring.  Classes  cover  a  broad  spectrum 
of  courses  in  art  and  design,  including  basic  programs 
in  crafts,  illustration,  design,  oil  painting,  fashion 
drawing  and  watercolor.  Advanced  courses  are 
directed  toward  the  student  who  wishes  to  explore 
the  career  possibilities  in  art,  design  and  art  education. 

Students  attending  these  classes  for  a  total  four 
years  are  awarded  Certificates  of  Merit.  Upon  high 
school  graduation,  Certificate  winners  may  be  con- 
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sideredfortwo  (2)  half-tuition  scholarship  grants, 
providing  they  are  accepted  for  admission  to  the 
College  and  qualify  for  financial  assistance.

A  booklet,  "Your  Career  in  Art",  is  published  by  the 
College  as  a  professional  guidance  aid. 

Professional  art  careers  are  described  in  terms  of : 
"What  will  your  work  be  ?"  "What  kind  of  person  must 
you  be  ?"  "What  will  you  study  in  art  school  ?"  "Where 
will  you  find  work  ?"  A  preliminary  discussion  answers 
the  questions :  "How  do  you  know  you  want  to  be  an 
artist  ?"
